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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR 1908 

To the Regents of the University and the Commissioner of Educa- 
tion of the State of New York 

I have the honor to submit the following report on the work 
of the New York State Library for the fiscal year ending vSep- 
tember 30, 1908. The present Director succeeded Mr Edwin 
H. Anderson on June i, 1908; his administration therefore covers 
but the last four months of the year dealt with in this report. 
This report also includes that of the Division of Educational Ex- 
tension, and summarizes the work of the Library School though 
its full report is published separately.

Order Section 

The Order section has charge of all printed additions to the 
library whether by purchase, exchange or gift; of the duplicate 
collection and the binding. It has a staff of nine persons, the 
bindery employing its own force of 10. 

On September 2^, 1907, Miss May C. Nerney became head of 
the section in succession to Mr N. L. Goodrich who left this 
position to become librarian of the University of West Virginia. 
The year under review has been one of considerable reorganiza- 
tion, the chief features of which are brought out in the following 
paragraphs noting the work of the section for that period. 

Purchase. All purchase records were carefully examined dur- 
ing the year and on October i, 1908, a new set of accounts was 
opened whereby daily balances in the various funds and albt- 
ments under these funds could be immediately and accurately 
ascertained. All clerical details pertaining to the purchase of 
law books which had hitherto been handled in the Law Library 
were at the same time assumed by the Order section. 
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Exchanges. The library's appropriation for books by no means 
adequately represents the value of its yearly accessions many 
of which are obtained through exchange. As an effort is made 
to secure equivalent returns, the library through the Order sec- 
tion is thus obliged to keep exact records of all publications sent 
and material received in return. The exchange mailing list, ex- 
clusive of the 433 registered libraries of the State, now numbers 
over 1500 libraries and other institutions in this country and 
abroad, from all of which valuable material is received. 

Formerly shipments were regularly made to different parts of 
this mailing list, annually, semiannually and quarterly, a very- 
few having received publications upon issue. In October 1907 
the Education Department began issuing as many of its publi- 
cations as possible in a fortnightly bulletin series. To secure the 
second class mail rate these publications must be shipped in 
bulk on the day of issue. These fortnightly shipments necessi- 
tated a readjustment of mailing arrangements and the transfer 
to the Order section of mailing lists hitherto kept in other divi- 
sions of the Department. 

Duplicates. Duplicates received during the past year com- 
prised 1584 volumes and 5240 pamphlets. 22 volumes and 4 
pamphlets were withdrawn for exchange or sale. Owing to the 
lack of room, the bulk of the duplicates now estimated at 174,032 
volumes and 352,538 pamphlets are stored in a malt house some 
distance from the Capitol, where there is neither heat nor arti- 
ficial light. With the exception of legislative documents and 
later publications of the Education Department, these are not 
systematically arranged and are therefore not .available for ex- 
change. To render them more accessible a few of the more valu- 
able duplicates, however, are shelved in the Order section. These 
fall into two classes — a very small collection of miscellaneous 
duplicates consisting almost entirely of Americana, and a larger 
collection of New York State publications, i.e. rare and out of 
print reports of other departments and commissions and a limited 
number of their more important current reports. 

These duplicates are handled in connection with the exchange 
system and are in demand by other libraries and institutioit§. 
The usefulness of the collection of State publications has several 
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times been shown when other New York State departments and 
commissions have drawn upon it in completing official files, fre- 
quently of their own publications, otherwise to be obtained only 
at high prices from secondhand dealers. 

Accessions and withdrawals records. The first detailed record 
of books withdrawn from the library was opened October i, 1907, 
similar records being also commenced at this time for the col- 
lections of the Library School, the Library for the Blind and the 
Educational Extension Division. The State Library record now 
shows 204 volumes withdrawn during the year, as lost and paid 
for, worn out, missing for five consecutive inventories or trans- 
ferred to other collections. The total number withdrawn from 
the library during its existence of 90 years, including all col- 
lections, was estimated at 9350 on September 30, 1908. 

The latter deducted from the last accession number on Sep- 
tember 30, 1908, should represent the total number of volumes in 
the library. This, however, would not be accurate and, as was 
stated in the report of last year, no exact figures are obtainable 
until the entire library can be inventoried, which will not be 
possible until the new building is completed. Some of the diffi- 
culties in arriving at an accurate count with the existing records 
are indicated in the following report of Mr Gavit which supple- 
ments his report of last year on the same subject. 

The accession record investigation, upon which a report was 
submitted a year ago, has been continued during the present 
year, a careful examination having been made of the first three 
volumes of accessions, from the number 43,635 to 101,192 in- 
clusive. Every entry for the general library not showing a call 
number was copied, and looked up either in the card catalogue 
or the shelflist. A large number of call numbers were found and 
inserted, a considerable number of volumes were found to have 
been reaccessioned, and of many others no record could be dis- 
covered. The search has not been concluded; but so far T466 
Avithdrawals have been indicated, because of duplicate accessions, 
duplicates thrown out, or recorded losses. Most of the duplicate 
accessioning seems to have been done in the hurry of early re- 
cataloguing, or as a result of the practice of putting accession 
numbers in the first and last volumes only of long sets, the in- 
tervening volumes being reaccessioned when rebound. While 
the volumes examined undoubtedly contain the majority of the 
errors, the examination of the rest of the record will certainly 
reveal others. 
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On January 2, 1908 the completion of the accessions record 
for the Law Library was begun, and was carried on by half days 
until May i, the beginning of the vacation season. Of the 13,623 
volumes in the library in 1856, 5089 were accessioned at that 
time, and many other volumes already in the library have since 
been found to have been erroneously entered as later accessions. 
73 cases of duplicate record were discovered and some numbers 
were found to have been vacated because of rearrangement in 
binding. 

The work was carried on systematically, a room at a time, and 
extended over the collections of state and government law re- 
ports; state laws and legislative documents, in part; the entire 
series of United States Congressional documents; and a large 
part of foreign law. It is hoped that the work may be continued 
if not completed during the coming year, in order that the ground 
already covered may not be lost through changes in shelf ar- 
rangement. Because of poor indexes, lack of identification 
marks, and lack of system on the part of some early librarians, 
the work takes much time and care, the number of volumes ac- 
cessioned in a morning varying from 20 to 300. 

Growth of the library. Adopting the count of the accession 
books at the close of the fiscal year, September 30, 1908, the 
growth of the library from 1904-8, exclusive of the duplicate col- 
lection now estimated at 174,032 volumes, and without deduc- 
tions for withdrawals estimated at 9350, is as follows :

Gifts. The total number of gifts received during the year 
included 4956 volumes, 54,289 pamphlets, 298 maps. In addition 
to the above, 191 5 of the volumes bound were serials that had been 
given to the library. Especially noteworthy among the gifts re- 
ceived during the year was the library of the former Department 
of Public Instruction, consisting of 1627 volumes and 1525 pam- 
phlets, which was transferred to the State Library by the Education 
Department.

Serials. The library received 18,734 sequents, of which 17,267 
were gifts and exchanges and 1467 were purchases. 

The serials check list includes all serials except annuals, biennials 
etc. received by gift. On September 30, 1908 this check list con- 
tained 3488 titles, of which 1467 were purchased, 1464 were given 
and 557 came as exchanges. 

Binding. There were received from the bindery 6388 volumes 
of new binding at a cost of $5,812.70, besides 158 volumes bound 
for the Library for the Blind at a cost of $154.90. Repairing, gild- 
ing of call numbers and other work brought the total cost up to 
$7822.37. Of this amount $6853.20 was for the State Library, 
$242.74 for the Division of Educational Extension and $726.43 for 
other divisions of the Education Department. A full statement of 
the bindery account is given in Appendix 3 on page 61. 

Catalogue Section 

Classification. On September 30, 1908 there remained on the 
regular shelves for classification 5125 volumes. Of these 2700 
were pamphlet volumes and 515 were volumes of western history 
awaiting the expansion of the classification tables. 

Of recent accessions about 900 volumes were unclassified, includ- 
ing about 300 German theses in chemistry. 

Cataloguing. 12,196 volumes were catalogued. 23,795 "^w 
cards were added to the catalogue, of which 14,594 were author and 
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title cards, and 9201 subject cards. These figures are exclusive 
of the cards for books in the traveling libraries, which in many 
cases are in the catalogue only temporarily. 1606 temporary slips 
for unbound pamphlets were also filed in the name catalogue. 

Shelflists. There were 12,196 volumes shelflisted during the 
year. On September 30. 1908 the new shelflists contained entries 
for 254,773 volumes. Entries were also made for 312 boxes of 
pamphlet continuations which have not been permanently cata- 
logued. The shelflist on small sheets now occupies 262 binders. 

Besides keeping abreast of the cataloguing and inventory work, 
overcrowded shelf sheets were rewritten for the classes sociology 
and biography and for the latest period of American and English 
fiction. 

Uncatalbgued books. On September 30, 1908 the number of 
uncata!ogued recent accessions is reduced to 3475 volumes, consist- 
ing largely of old directories, collected writings in loose covers, 
pamphlet volumes, and collected publications of the Asiatic Society 
of Bengal and other societies. There were also about 13,850 un- 
catalogued volumes on the regular shelves. This item has been so 
reduced during the last two years as to permit of actual count, ex- 
cept of newspaper volumes, and the resulting figures show a some- 
what larger number of volumes than was estimated a year ago, in- 
cluding as they do the manuscript censuses of New York State 
from 1850 to 1905 inclusive, and two sets which were overlooked 
last year. Of the total number looo volumes are newspapers, 
3200 are bound volumes of pamphlets for which entries appear in 
the old catalogues, 6480 are British and other foreign patent speci- 
fications, and 515 are awaiting the completion of the Decimal classi- 
Hcation for the western states. Including the unclassified volumes 
noted above there is a total of 23,350 uncatalogued volumes. 

Printed cards. During the year 4257 sets of printed cards were 
received from the Library of Congress, at a cost of $171.58. 41,264 
printed cards, including 26,152 from the American Library Associa- 
tion Publishing Board for periodicals and society publications, were 
received and placed in the catalogue and the card bibliographies. 

Shelf Section 

Shelf space. The physical difficulties of finding shelf room for 
the steady stream of new books have for years been chronic. They 
are now almost acute. Shifts and devices have been necessary which 
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prevent quick reading room service, which delay accurate and 
needed inventory, which require wide separation of books an the 
same subjects and which in many cases seriously prejudice the con- 
dition of books through undue exposure to heat, damp, rats and 
mice. It has been necessary to decline several valuable collections 
of books and manuscripts offered by other State departments from 
sheer lack of space to store them. 

Inventory. The difficulty of taking inventory increases stead- 
ily because of the necessarily inconvenient method of shelving and 
constant shifting of books due to overcrowded conditions, the wide 
separation of classes, the imperfect lighting of some portions of the 
shelves and the small amount of assistance available for the work. 
During the year inventory of the following collections was com- 
pleted : bibliography and library economy ; philosophy ; medicine ; 
history and genealogy; and the museum collection. With the ex- 
ception of philosophy, these are the most widely scattered collections 
and therefore the most difficult to inventory. 

The inaccuracy of the accessions record and the necessary irregu- 
larity in reading the shelves make it impossible in a given year 
either to complete the inventory or ascertain the number of books 
missing. 

Pafciphlets. The number of pamphlets in the State Library is 
estimated at 245,915. The classification, cataloguing and shelving 
of the more important pamphlets, were kept to date and the ex- 
amination of the shelves to see that overcrowded cases were re- 
placed or supplemented was practically completed. 

Aside from the large amount of pamphlet material cared for by 
the Bibliography and Education sections and the Law Library, 339 
wooden pamphlet boxes, 642 manila cases and 1266 packages of 
pamphlets tied in strawboards were added to the shelves of the 
general library during the eleven months in which the record was 
kept. 1606 temporary catalogue slips were made for unbound 
pamphlets and many entries were added to the slips already in the 
catalogue. 

Bibliography Section 

On September 30, 1908 the library contained yyyy volumes 
classed in bibliography, of which 6410 were in the general library 
and 1367 in the Library School collection. 413 volumes were added. 
668 new cards were filed in the classed catalogue, making a total 
of 10,469 subject cards in bibliography. 
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On pages 31-32 will be found a list of eight bibliographies printed 
during the year in the various places indicated and which were 
prepared by members of the library staff. The majority of these 
are short but useful lists, many of them annotated, which appeared 
in New York Libraries, The Selection from the best books of 
1907 was printed as Bibliography bulletin 44 and forms supplement 
3 of this report. 

Of the following 13 Library School 
graduation bibliographies submitted, all but one were on cards, thus 
making a considerable addition to the collection of card bibliog- 
raphies :

The cards for the Bibliography of bibliographies in English i8go- 
1904, submitted for graduation by Nicholas Hansen, J. E. Goodwin 
and H. S. Hirshberg, were arranged as a supplement to Courtney's 
Register of national bibliography, 1905. This bibliography, which 
fills a nine-tray catalogue case, now includes only titles or ^cjitions 
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not in Courtney or titles entered in Courtney under different sub- 
ject headings. 

On September 30, 1908 the card index to scientific literature is- 
sued by the Concilium Bibliographicum at Zurich numbered about 
200,000 cards, of which 13,112 were received during the year. 
2000 cards were added to the printed card bibliography of agricul- 
tural experiment station literature, making a total of about 30,000 
cards. From the Institut International de Bibliographie 729 cards 
were received for the Bibliographia bibliographica and 972 for the 
Bibliographie de Belgique. 

26,152 cards issued by the American Library Association Publish- 
ing Board, analyzing sets of periodicals, and 46,976 cards for the 
Library of Congress depository catalogue were also added, making 
a total of 89,941 printed cards received and arranged by the Bibliog- 
raphy section. 

The universal catalogue now occupies 384 trays and includes 
the Library of Congress depository catalogue covering approxi- 
mately 320,000 titles. The mounting of the British Museum ac- 
cessions, for insertion in the catalogue, was continued as time per- 
mitted. 

Maps. 214 flat and roll maps were received during the year, 
including 97 topographic maps issued by the United States Geologi- 
cal Survey, and the County maps showing State and county system 
of highways, as approved by chapter 715, laws of 1907, prepared 
by the New York State Engineer. 

The consolidated card list of maps, which has been found very 
useful notwithstanding its tentative form, now includes entries for 
the following :

Book selection and annotation. The file of book notes in 
charge of this section has been steadily enlarged throughout the 
year both by the mounting of printed notes from bibliographies 
and library bulletins and by original matter. Here are preserved 
not only the results of the examination of new books carried on by 
those in the section regularly assigned to such work, but also many 
notes secured through the personal reading of other members of 
the staff and of readers not connected with the library. In this way 
judgments from those specially fitted to pronounce on certain sub- 
jects, and helpful opinions representing different points of view are 
obtained. The forms in use to record such critical and descriptive 
matter have been reprinted during the year with some changes 
which make them more satisfactory. 

The section contributes regularly to the A. L. A. Booklist, send- 
ing to the editor each month copies of the notes on new books gath- 
ered during the period, the substance of which will be used later in 
our own Best Books lists. Thus the work done in the State Library 
IS made available to libraries all over the country, reaching indi- 
rectly those in immediate need of advice through the monthly issue 
of the Booklist earlier than it could through the annual Selection 
from the best books published by the State Library, which is tieces- 
sarily delayed until the calendar year is completed and the records 
digested. The A. L. A, Booklist in turn becomes available for 
monthly distribution to the libraries of New York State. 

Reference Section 

INCLUDING EDUCATION, HISTORY, GENEALOGY AND LOANS 

Use. The improvement in reference facilities, the enlargement 
of the open shelf collections in the reading rooms, and the general 
strengthening of the library's resources in the physical and social 
sciences and in bibliographic equipment, have brought results in 
its increased reference use, by members of the Legislature, by State 
departments and special students. 

In the History and genealogy room, the year has been an unusu- 
ally busy one. These collections are now treated more distinctly as 
reference collections and loans are granted only for special re- 
search and for very limited periods. The Education collection also 
has been used increasingly and shows promise of becoming not only 
a reference library, and to some extent a bureau of records iox 
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the State Education Department, but a consulting library for all 
members of the State's educational system. 

The most notable increase has been in the use of technical and 
scientific books. Members of the various State departments en- 
gaged in engineering work have been alert to use the enlarged 
technical collections, in the additions to which the library has had 
the help of a cooperating committee of the Society of Engineers 
of Eastern New York. A few of the most important treatises and 
reference books shelved in the reading room, have been among 
those most frequently consulted. 

The mail has continued to bring thousands of requests for 
information from libraries, schools, study clubs, newspapers, busi- 
ness houses, historians, genealogists and the like. A very con- 
siderable amount of time and study has been devoted to this 
correspondence, as the policy of the library is to answer all re- 
quests for information in its special fields as fully as possible. 
This is true especially in the History and genealogy room where 
lists of references are prepared, the resources of the library indi- 
cated, abstracts from books and articles, inaccessible to the cor- 
respondent, furnished and limited research undertaken. 

Open shelf reference collections. Direct access to the shelves 
of all the special collections of the library would be desirable, 
were it practicable. An approach to this condition exists in the 
History and genealogy and Education subsections >yhere practi- 
cally the entire collections are on open shelves. In sharp con- 
trast with these, all other subjects, except law, medicine, and 
library economy, are represented only by a few selected books 
on each subject on the open shelves in the main reading room. 
To a considerable proportion of our patrons, this collection means 
tlip library. The importance of wise selection is therefore mani- 
fest. The obvious deficiencies of old encyclopedias and inferior 
reference books must be made good by recent standard treatises 
and bit^'ographic tools. During the 3'^ear this collection has been 
cons! derail ly strengthened both in number of volumes and in 
informational value. Much care has been exercised in the choice 
of the collection, not only in the recommendations for purchase, 
but in the sele^'^ions made from the collections already in the 
library and i^i th. ^ndeavor to meet the demands peculiar to this 
librarv. 

Education collection. During the year the library acquired the 
office library of the former Department of Public Instruction, 
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numbering 1627 volumes and 1525 pamphlets, consisting prin- 
cipally of state and city reports and foreign official publications 
on elementary education. From this gift, 564 volumes and 466 
pamphlets were added to the shelves, the remainder being dupli- 
cates. Thus many early gaps in sets were filled, and the already 
strong collection of American school reports was still further 
strengthened. The large amount of work involved in the acces- 
sion of this collection, together with a marked increase in refer- 
ence work, and a reduction of clerical help resulted in a decrease 
in the number of gifts made to this collection. The total number 
of pamphlets received by gift was 9007, a decrease of 1561 since 
ihe previous year. Of these 2912 were duplicates making the 
total number added to the shelves 6095, a decrease of 2573. 

The Education collection aims to include comprehensive files 
of the publications of all New York educational institutions, as 
far as available, of all educational boards, associations, and teach- 
ing institutions of any importance in the United States, as well 
as a large number of official educational publications of the lead- 
ing foreign governments, of the more important foreign uni- 
versities, and of other teaching institutions. 

With so comprehensive an aim, it is not surprising that the 
collection should have important gaps to be filled. The files of 
the more important foreign educational reports and leading Ger- 
man and French works on educational theory and history need 
strengthening and further efforts should be made to place this 
important collection in closer touch with the educational institu- 
tions and the teachers of the State. 

History and genealogy collection. An unusually large number 
of gifts to this collection has marked the past year. Of these, 
many have been books privately printed or in small editions 
intended mainly for private distribution. The large number, 
small editions and high pfices of genealogies and local histories, 
and the many demands on the library's book funds have made it 
necessary to ask the cooperation of authors and publishers in 
keeping the collection reasonably complete in this field. During 
the year 150 typewritten letters and many printed request forms 
were sent out and brought gratifying results in the acquisition 
of books the library would otherwise have been unable to obtain. 
In return the library has always been willing to undertake brief 
genealogical research and furnish abstracts for forthcoming 
genealogical works. 
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This has entailed a considerable increase of reference work by 
correspondence. From October i, 1907, to June 1, 1908, about 
350 letters were answered, an average of about 44 per month, no 
record being kept during June, July, August and September. Ex- 
perience has shown that these letters contain much valuable 
information, and it has seemed advisable to index them roughly 
and transfer them to a separate vertical file in the Genealogy 
room, where they will be convenient for consultation. 

Loans. The statistics of loans from the General, Law, and 
Medical libraries show a slight decrease for the year. This is 
due largely to the increase in the reference use of the library and 
a more careful elimination of applicants who should be served 
by the public libraries. As in the previous year, the percentage 
of loans by classes shows a relatively large circulation in history, 
the social sciences, engineering and bibliography. The total cir- 
culation was 34,175. 

The following table shows the main classes of borrowers regis- 
tered during the year, an increase over 1906-7. The figures are 
not quite complete for the entire State Library, as a number of 
books permitted to circulate are charged in other sections.

Interlibrary loans. The number of libraries borrowing from 
the State Library has increased from 96 to 106. As the State 
Library has the distinct function of serving as a central reserve 
library for all the libraries of the State, supplementing their 
smaller collections with liberal loans, and enabling each local 
library to meet more fully the needs of special students and 
investigators, this increase is gratifying. In order to bring about 
still closer methods of cooperation, a wide publicity of the 
library's policy in this direction is desirable. The more intimate 
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knowledge librarians and college professors have of the scope of 
its special collections the better. If printed catalogues of a few 
of the special collections are impracticable, a brief description of 
their scope and a list of the most important contents should be 
printed and distributed to those most interested.

Van Rensselaer Bowier manuscripts. Translations of the writ- 
ings of Kiliaen van Rensselaer, 1629-43, and other papers relating 
to the establishment and early administration of the colony of 
Rensselaerswyck were published during the year under the title 
of Van Rensselaer Bowier manuscripts.

Medical Library 

Growth. During the year 780 volumes were added to the books 
classed in medicine, making the total number, September 30, 1908, 
18,169. 

The collection also contained about 9603 pamphlets and received 
regularly 625 serial publications. 

Periodicals. The important reference material on all medical 
subjects is almost wholly found in professional journals and the 
greater part of the appropriation available for the purchase of 
additions to the Medical Library is therefore spent, upon the ad- 
vice of the Advisory Council, for new journals to be added to those 
currently received and to complete important sets from which vol- 
umes may be lacking.

Tuberculosis congress. At the request of the officers in charge 
of the New York State exhibit at the International Congress of 
Tuberculosis held in Washington, September 21-October 12, a trav- 
eling library including 32 volumes on tuberculosis was prepared by 
the State Library. It was accompanied by a card stating that a 
similar ccllection of books would be lent by the library to any school, 
study club, State institution or any regular organization for study 
or research within the State, upon the regular terms which are pro- 
vided in such cases. In addition, the Medical Library sent for dis- 
tribution a printed list of recent literature on the ophthalmic and 
cutaneous tuberculin reaction in the diagnosis of tuberculosis. It 
was printed to show the kind of work the Medical Library is al- 
ways ready to do for any physician or research worker in medicine 
in the State, as well as to indicate in a very general way something 
of the scope of the library and the facilities it offers to physicians 
in any part of the State to whom any bocks in the collection are 
freely lent. 

By the resignation of Dr Richard M. Pearce the Medical Library 
Advisory Council has lost one of its most valued members. 

Legislative Reference Section 

Publications. Work has proceeded upon the next ensuing 
numbers of the three series of annual publications prepared by the 
Legislative Reference section : the Index of legislation ; the Digest 
of governors messages; and the Review of legislation. Work upon 
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the latter title having fallen somewhat behind, a double number 
will be issued covering the years 1907 and 1908. 

Use. The past year witnessed a distinct increase in the de- 
mands made upon this section during the legislative session. At 
times the reading space available proved entirely insufficient, but 
through the cooperation of the Law Library a rearrangement of the 
shelves has given ample space for two additional reading tables. 

The file of up-to-date, selected, critical material upon subjects of 
legislation is arranged under the same classification as the printed 
volumes of the Index of legislation. An adequate alphabetical sub- 
ject index to this classification scheme is much needed. This would 
help the seeker after information by leading him to the correct 
file at once. It would preserve a unity and consistency in all the 
classification work, and would very much lighten the labor of pre- 
paring the various volume indexes for the bulletins. The effort is 
always to furnish to the man working in the government of the 
State, whether as legislator or administrator, the exact facts with 
regard to any phase of a subject of statute law, from this point of 
view, as a matter of official business and not of academic theory, 
and with the least possible delay. 

Extension of legislative reference work. The recent rapid 
increase in the number of states providing reference help for their 
legislatures evidences the prophetic vision of those who initiated, or- 
ganized and have carried forward the work in this, the first state 
to undertake it. In 1907 alone six states made statutory provision 
for the organization of such work and Nebraska provided for its 
already existing department and its new historical building. In 
Michigan the new work was of the greatest help during the ses- 
sions of the Constitutional Convention. This increase in num- 
bers means a more than proportionately rapid increase in cooperative 
work. Some features, as the interchange of bills and information 
as to pending legislation, were discussed informally at the library 
meetings last summer. The reports made at the conference of the 
American Library Association at Minnetonka showed that not less 
than 15 states are definitely providing for legislative reference 
work as a distinct branch of the library field. 

Law Library 

Number of volumes; additions. The Law Library contained 
on September 30, 1908, 84,655 volumes. There were added during 
the year 279S volumes, of which 1585 were acquired by gift or 
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exchange, and 1213 by purchase. Of this growth, 758 were volumes 
of law reports and digests, covering for the most part the case law 
of the several states, the United States, Canada, Great Britain and 
its colonies. 

Purchase of books. The great increase in law^ books and 
periodicals has made it necessary, in order to maintain the preemi- 
nence of this division of the library, to supplement the particular 
appropriation of $2500 for law books by using $2000 additional 
from the book fund of the general library. 

It is the present policy to purchase practically all the books pub- 
lished pertaining to New York State. Textbooks and reports pub- 
lished in other states where the subject and character are such as 
to make them of any interest to the patrons of this library have 
also been added. In order that the standard of the library may 
be maintained the purchase of currently published law is neces- 
sarily very comprehensive. A larger amount than usual has been 
expended for the purchase of sets of British colonial reports and 
English and foreign textbooks which could not be purchased in 
former years. Among these are extensive sets of New South 
Wales and New Zealand law reports. 

Law magazines. The Law Library aims to maintain as com- 
plete a collection as possible of law magazines. All legal periodicals 
of importance published in the English language and many of the 
more important foreign magazines are received. 

These periodicals are made available for ready reference by 
Joneses Index to legal periodical literature, the Law Library's card 
index to leading articles in the magazines and the new Index to 
legal periodicals and Law Library journal which began publication 
in January 1908. 

Gifts. Especially noteworthy among the gifts received during 
the year is the David Dudley Field collection of scrapbooks con- 
taining newspaper clippings and other matter pertaining to current 
law and political events in which Mr Field was personally inter- 
ested, together with a number of volumes of cases and points in 
litigations in which he was engaged. This gift forms a valuable 
addition to the library's collection of historical data bearing upon the 
laws and institutions of the State. 

It was Mr Field's wish that the collection eventually be given 
to the State Law Library and grateful acknowledgment for aid in 
tocating the volumes is due Mr Justice Brewer of the United 
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States Supreme Court, the nephew, and to Lady Musgrave, the 
daughter, of Mr Field. 

Availability and use. During the session of the Legislature of 
1908 the capacity both of the Law Library and the Legislative Ref- 
erence section was taxed to the utmost, and much difficulty was 
foimd in comfortably accommodating members and committees. 
Many additions have been made to the collections set apart for the 
use of the Legislature and the usefulness of the library in this 
respect has been materially advanced. 

Special effort has been made to render the Law Library valu- 
able to State officers, departments and commissions requiring the 
use of law books. Many of these have special counsel, but neither 
the room nor the funds in hand to maintain exclusively a law li- 
brary. The efficiency and availability of collections designed for 
this use have been increased to meet this special department demand 
for law books and special reference work. 

Editing of session laws. Chapter 216, laws of 1908, imposes 
upon the State Library the preparation for publication, the editing 
and effective indexing of the annual volumes of session laws, be- 
ginning with the laws of 1909. This work will naturally be done 
by the Law Library and will require an amount of extra and ex- 
pert work which can not be furnished without specific supplementary 
appropriation therefor. 

Publications and printing 

Changes in name and numbering of bulletins. A change in the 
plan of issuing the publications of the Education Department has 
affected the name and numbering of the different series of bulletins 
which have heretofore been published by the State Library. 

Three series of bulletins. History (6 numbers 1898-1902), Ad- 
ditions (6 numbers 1891-1905), Educational Extension (47 num- 
bers 1891-1908), have been discontinued and the single serial num- 
ber 1-51 unnumbered (52-118 numbered) which has heretofore in- 
cluded all State Library bulletins of whatever series, has been 
dropped. Each bulletin issued hereafter by the New York State 
Library will appear in the series Education Department Bulletin 
(serial number 426 on July i, 1908, and semimonthly thereafter). 

Three subseries for State Library bulletins will be continued: 
Bibliography (44 numbers 1895-1908), Legislation (35 numbers 
1890-1908), Library School (25 numbers 1891-1908), and will be as 
heretofore separately numbered for each series in continuation of 
the numbers given above. 
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Other library publications which do not with propriety seem to 
claim inclusion in any of these series will be issued under title only, 
bearing no series name or number.

The new era in the management of archival and historical matters at 
Albany is well signalized by the publication of what must surely be, in the 
view of the Rensselaer patroonship, the most important hoard of papers 
containing material relative to the history of the New Netherlands which 
is preserved among private families in Holland. Preserved for generations 
by the Amsterdam branch of the family, happy accidents brought it to the 
attention of the New York authorities when it was in danger of loss. It 
embraces the first patroon*s letter-book to 1643, many letters to him, copies 
of legal and commercial papers of his time, and subsequent documents ex- 
tending throughout the Dutch period of the colony. They throw a flood 
of light on all the events and conditions of the chief patroonship and of a 
most interesting settlement and form of local government. They likewise 
add considerably to our knowledge of the history of the province. The 
volume also contains translations of articles on Kiliaen van- Rensselaer and 
his colony, by the late Mr de Roever, archivist of Amsterdam, a careful 
list of settlers, and an interesting map made about 1632. Mr van Laer's 
editing is of the very highest type, exhibiting excellent general scholarship, 
detailed and exact knowledge of the particular subject, and sound judg- 
ment. At the beginning of the book he prints a translation of the charter 
of the Dutch West India Company and its amplifications and of the Free- 
doms and Exemptions of 1629. Strange to say, these are the first correct 
translations of these documents ever printed; and they are of such unusual 
excellence as to inspire our confidence in the translations of the Van 
Rensselaer Bowier manuscripts which follow and in which we can not 
make the comparison with the original. The State of New York is greatly 
to be congratulated that such tasks are now in such hands. The American

Indexes. During the year 2y indexes have been prepared: 9 
for the State Museum, 8 for the State Library, 8 for other divi- 
sions of the Education Department, and 2 for the Executive De- 
partment. These indexes vary in length from 2 to 59 pages, 7 of 
them aggregating 231 closely printed pages with total entries of many 
thousands. 

The most arduous work of the year was the index to the Van 
Rensselaer Bowier manuscripts, 60 pages. This publication covers 
849 pages, and the many different spellings of personal names made 
identification difficult. 

Three card indexes have been kept to date: the Supplementary 
index to the State Museum publications, the Index to journal of 
Regents meetings, and the Index to the proceedings of the Uni- 
versity Convocation and other educational associations. 

Finances 

Appendix 4 on page 62 is a general financial statement in- 
cluding the State Library, Educational Extension Division and Li- 
brary School. It shows the balances on hand at the beginning of 
the fiscal year, receipts from appropriations, expenditures in vari- 
ous accounts, and balances remaining at the close of the fiscal year. 
The total expenditures amounted to $142,658.58 of which $80,- 
960.60 was for salaries, $33,510.79 for books, serials and binding, 
and $28,187.19 for grants to libraries. 
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This does not include temporary services, elevator service, trans- 
portation charges, printing, office expenses and care of rooms, since 
these items are included in a general appropriation for the Educa- 
tion Department. 

LIBRARY SCHOOL 

The 22d annual report for the school year 1907-8 is printed 
separately as usual. There were 34 students in attendance in the 
regular course, 41 in the summer course, and 11 members of the 
New York State Library staff taking work in either the regular 
or summer courses, a total of 86 persons. 14 students received 
the degree of B.L.S. on the completion of the full two years 
course. 

Since the establishment of the school, 183 residents of New 
York State have matriculated as regular students and 150 others 
have attended the summer sessions. By far the greater number 
of these have been engaged at some time in the library work 
of the State. In addition to these, 328 library positions in the 
State have been held by students of the school, nonresidents of 
the State at the time of their matriculation, who have been drawn 
into library work in New York through its superior facilities for 
professional preparation. These positions include every phase 
of library work in all types of libraries in practically every part 
of the State where there has been any activity in library matters. 

The summer session of 1908 was the largest so far held under 
the direction of the school. 2.*] of the summer students were from 
New York State. This large attendance of librarians and assist- 
ants from the smaller libraries of the State is an encouraging 
indication that the possibilities for professional improvement 
offered by the school are being appreciated. Library work in the 
State is a direct gainer from the increased efficiency of those who 
take these courses. 

The New York State Library School Association (the alumni 
association of the school) has established a student loan fund to 
aid promising students recommended by the faculty to complete 
their second year at the school. This fund, subject to the general 
control of the association will be available for the school year 
1908-9. 

As a requirement for graduation each student spends at least 
200 hours in the preparation of an original bibliography on some 
specified subject. These bibliographies may, according to their 
subject, vary from a selected reading list for popular use to a 
complete bibliography on a subject of more limited appeal. Many

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of them are annotated. A considerable number have been pub- 
lished as New York State Library bulletins or otherwise. Those 
still in manuscript are preserved in permanent form in the New 
York State Library. They are available for consultation in the 
library and, under certain conditions, most of them may be lent. 
(A complete list to September 30, 1905 may be found in Table 
P^ of the State Library Report for 1905. Supplementary lists 
10 September 30, 1908, will be found in Library School Reports 
for 1906-8.) 

Library for the Blind

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Notes. From blind students at Barnard College and at Syra- 
cuse University the library has received grateful acknowledg- 
ment of books lent for their courses in the study of English. 
Most excellent work has also been done by one of the readers 
at Columbia University, his grade being between 90 and 100, per 
cent in three subjects and between 85 and 90 in three others;;^ 

A publication of special interest and value to the Library for 
the Blind is the report issued during the year by the Commis- 
sion of 1906 to Investigate the Condition of the Blind in the 
State of New York. To the work of this commission reference 
has been made in previous years. 

Among the subjects which have been of great interest this 
year to the blind and their friends, are the telegraphic contest 
which was held May 16 by the National Athletic Association of 
Schools for the Blind, 15 of the schools having enlisted as charter 
members; the annual contest of the Debating League of Cali- 
fornia, which was this year won by the debating team of the 
California Institute for the Blind, to whom the Stanford cup was 
awarded; and the proposed coeducation of the blind and the 
seeing children in the public schools of New York city, that work 
having already been successfully carried on in the public schools 
of Chicago and Milwaukee. 

EDUCATIONAL EXTENSION 

Organization and expenditures. The work of this division has 
been materially enlarged during the year by the appointment of 
two library organizers, whose important work is more fully de- 
scribed under the caption Field work in a later paragraph. 

The expenditures for the year, aside from salaries, were as 
follows: 319 allotments to public libraries $28,187.19; books and 
binding $6446.77. Office expenses, printing, travel etc. were paid 
from the general appropriation for the Department.

The Troy Children's Circulating Library, having been transferred to the 
Troy Public Library, the corporation was dissolved by the Regents March 
12, 1908. 

Libraries in the University. The number of libraries holding 
University charters has been increased by 18. There are now 
274 chartered and admitted libraries in the University. 



Registered libraries. During the year the Regents have regis- 
tered 265 libraries as maintaining a proper library standard of 
which all but 7 had been previously carried on our rolls as hold- 
ing University charters or admitted or registered under another 
control. The policy has been definitely adopted of requiring 
formal registry in all cases as a condition of State aid. The 
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registry of one library was canceled. The net increase of libraries 
added to the roll by registry alone was 6^ bringing the total of 
this class up to 156. Adding the 274 libraries noted above the 
whole number of libraries in direct relations with this division 
by charter, admission or registry is 430, a gain of 24 over last 
year and 415 are registered as maintaining a proper standard. 
166 are in cities.

Field work 

Libraries visited. During the year ending June 30, 1908, 309 
library visits were made by the library organizers, Miss Anna R. 
Phelps and Miss Zaidee Brown, besides the Chief of the division 
and Mr Asa Wynkoop, inspector. It may be noted that the num- 
ber of visits was not as large as in some other years when the 
number of visitors was but two. But it must be borne in mind 
that the visits of the library organizers were extended and that

the very important work of editing the new quarterly journal New 
York Libraries has required much of the time of the inspector. 
Without doubt this has been time used to the highest advantage. 
The journal itself has been in every quarter of the State and in 
the hands of all library trustees, a most effective library visit. 

Library organizers. The somewhat formal and necessarily 
hasty methods of inspection which have marked the visits of rep- 
resentatives of this division to libraries throughout the State in 
the past have made the fact increasingly apparent in recent years 
that a closer and more informal visitation is greatly to be desired; 
one, too, which will permit longer visits, enabling the representa- 
tive of this division to study conditions, decide upon advantageous 
procedure and in many cases actually to set going some forms of 
library machinery. This all points in the direction of more inti- 
mate personal work with our libraries and especially with the libra- 
rians. As a result of this, and as suggested in the report of this 
division for 1907 the past year has witnessed the appointment of 
two library organizers whose special duty is to visit the smaller 
libraries on invitation of their trustees, to remain from one to 
two weeks with each, to direct or revise their arrangement, cata- 
loguing of books and methods of work, and to be of any possible 
service to staff or trustees in larger matters relating to the library's 
usefulness to the community. 

Miss Anna R. Phelps began her work January i, 1908, and from 
that time to June 30, 1908 made prolonged visits of service" lasting 
from one to two weeks each with six libraries at Stamford, Wal- 
den, Qayton, Sidney, Bainbridge and Lake George. She made 
shorter calls of four days or less at 37 other libraries. In the 
month of May she conducted six library round table meetings at 
Utica, Canton, Syracuse, Auburn, Canandaigua and Rochester. 

Miss Zaidee Brown, beginning February i, 1908, made work- 
ing visits of a week or more, usually two weeks, at five libraries, 
at Hunter, Canaan, Pleasantville, Nassau, and Athens, making 
shorter visits with 33 other libraries. She spent five days at Ithaca 
during the Farmers Convention and conducted eight round table 
meetings at Oneonta, Binghamton, Elmira, Cortland, Hornell, Olean, 
Jamestown and Geneva. 

The developments of the first six months of this new service 
have revealed an extended demand for this kind of State aid and 
show that it is calculated to be of the highest value. It is under- 
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Stood in each place that the visiting organizer is not to work alone, 
that she comes to teach the local librarian and trustees by example 
and hopes to leave them at the end of two weeks with new ideals 
and broader conceptions of library work as well as greater pro- 
ficiency in the methods which they will continue to follow. The 
visit of such a helper sent by the State has been found fruitful not 
only in the better arrangement of books in a particular library and 
improved methods of administration but also in creating a new 
interest in reading. Study clubs have been aided in their work, 
traveling libraries have been introduced and the movement has 
spread to neighboring communities resulting in invitations to the 
organizer to assist in the establishment of new libraries. 

Requests for help have come from all parts of the State in such 
numbers as to require engagements for months in advance. The 
rule has been that in every case all local expenses of the organizer 
will be paid by the library receiving her aid. 

By the personal service of library organizers in the small places, 
trustees become more deeply interested and librarians are trained 
for better work in the most practical way. We are constantly in 
receipt of requests for this service much beyond our power of im- 
mediate response and we also have most cordial testimony to the 
value of the aid given. 

The danger of local carelessness has always been' a weak point 
in the library system of the State. We have tried in one way and 
anothep to guard against it by requiring equal contributions of 
money given, State approval of books and official inspection. But 
the personal visit and demonstration of methods, sufficiently pro- 
longed to make a considerable impression and to stamp the books 
of the library with its results, is calculated to do more to set new 
libraries at work in the right way and to place the older ones in a 
position from which a return to the old carelessness is unlikely 
than any other agency which the State can exert. It is a matter 
of great satisfaction that this special work is so well begun. 

Library round tables. The chief of the division, the inspector 
and the organizers cooperated with the New York Library Associa- 
tioUj as in previous years, in planning and conducting 30 small 
informal gatherings of librarians in different sections of the State. 
The meetings were attended by 585 persons, representing 255 li- 
braries. As compared with the record of the year before, this 
was a gain of 118 persons in attendance and an increase of 42 libra- 
ries. Reports from these meetings show no diminution of interest 
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or profit. A detailed account of the work for this year will be found 
in New York Libraries for July, volume i, page 1 13-16. 

Quarterly journal. The quarterly journal New York Libraries, 
a pamphlet of 32 pages prepared under the immediate editorship of 
Mr Asa Wynkoop, inspector of public libraries, has been issued 
during the year beginning with October 1907. An edition of 3000 
copies has been printed for each number after the first and they 
have been sent to all free libraries and members of library boards 
in the State. This publication has proved to be a very valuable 
means of communication with the libraries, giving information, con- 
taining important library articles, suggesting lists of books and ap- 
proved library methods, and generally awakening a new library in- 
terest. It has also been received with marked favor by librarians in 
other states. 

Reading in rural communities. The Division of Educational 
Extension is trying to secure a more intimate cooperation with other 
agencies working for rural improvement, particularly the State 
College of Agriculture, the State Granges, the institutes for farmers 
and farmers' wives and the Federation of Women's Clubs. A com- 
mittee of the New York Library Association is now formulating a 
program for such cooperation in consultation with this Department, 
and so far as' feasible the division will in every way further the ob- 
ject of this committee. Through the quarterly bulletin, New York 
Libraries, all our libraries and library trustees are kept informed 
of the bulletins and reading courses published at the Agricultural 
College for farmers and farmers' wives ; and at the annual institutes 
for farmers' wives, a member of the division's staflF will be present 
to represent the library cause and to set forth the library facilities 
and encouragements which the State offers. It is hoped as a re- 
sult of such cooperation, the State Agricultural College, the farm- 
ers institutes and the granges may take a more decided initiative in 
moving for the establishment of rural libraries. 

Money allotments 

During the fiscal year ending September 30, 1908, 319 allotments 
of public library money were made. These were paid to 308 li- 
braries and branch libraries besides six allotments which were paid 
for select book lists and library publications for distribution to free 
libraries. The total sum was $28,187.19, a small balance remain-

ing from the previous year being added to the State appropriation 
of $28,000. The average paid to each library was $91.04. At the 
close of the year there remain 30 approved applications unpaid, 
calling for $2072.57 which must be supplied from the funds of the 
following year. If these had been paid they would have added 26 
to the number of libraries receiving aid, making a total of 334 and 
the total amount for the year would have been $30,259.76 or 
f 2259.76 in excess of the appropriation, with an average of $90.59 
to a library. Comparing the results as computed on this basis with 
those of the previous year there is an increase of 15 libraries receiv- 
ing or entitled to receive State aid and an increase of $1720.20 paid 
or due. 

Support of free libraries. Of the 430 libraries directly con- 
nected with this division 308 received money from the State for 
buying books. But for lack of funds 26 others would have received 
such allotments and did receive the money after October ist from 
the appropriation of the next year. There were then 334 libraries 
receiving State aid at an average of $90.59 to each. 

The reports of this year show 245 of these libraries including 
branches receiving money from local taxation, the number being 
precisely the same as a year ago. As 401 only of the libraries 
named are free for circulation to the public it follows that 156 ap- 
proved libraries serving the public with free books have in return 
no recognition and support from local taxation. The total amounts 
paid from local taxation have not been previously computed. They 
now amount to $1,202,340.66 and there is no doubt a liberal increase 
from year to year. 

There are in the State and reporting this year 16 free libraries 
supported wholly by endowments and private gifts. There are 
33 such libraries maintained by associations without other help. 
There are 192 libraries maintained by associations with the aid of 
taxation, either local or State taxation, or both. There are 147 
maintained by public tax without association aid. This serves to 
show how largely our library system is still dependent on voluntary 
management and support. 

Out of 48 cities 7 paid nothing from taxation for free libraries, 
though, indirectly, by exemption of library property from taxa- 
tion they may have contributed something, six others paid less than 
$1000 each, three of them less than $500.

During the year there were added 5617 volumes of which 850 
were used for fixed collections and the remainder for the general 
lending collection. 

There are now 65 different collections for general reading in 
fixed groups, of which 4 were added during the year, nos. 62, 63, 
65, each consisting of 50 volumes for grown people and no. 64 of 
25 volumes for young people. 
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Use. There were sent out during the year 742 traveling 
libraries aggregating 36,769 books, as shown in the following table :

Circulation. These figures show simply the number of 
volumes sent out. No record is kept of the number of times each 
volume was loaned or read. The keeping of such a record would 
greatly increase the clerical labor^ and the popularity of different 
books is easily learned by a glance at the various volumes when 
they are returned. 

Fixed groups. It is still thought desirable to maintain a cer- 
tain number of libraries in fixed groups of 25 or 50 volumes each. 
Libraries for adults include 30 per cent fiction, while those for 
young people have a larger percentage. The new libraries made up 
each year are compyosed of the recent books which have a promise 
of permanent value. Of the adult libraries, the greatest call is for 
the later numbers. Five sets of each new library are bought and 
of the later libraries all of the sets are in constant demand. When 
these become out of date, some of the duplicate sets are broken 
up and thrown into the miscellaneous collection where they again 
become useful. The same condition is not met in the case of the 
juvenile libraries because the children themselves are growing older 
and the readers are constantly changing. The books in the earlier 
juvenile libraries are at the present time almost all worn out so it 
is becoming necessary to replace entire libraries. 

Miscellaneous collection. This collection comprises the greater 
part of all the books used in traveling library work. While some 
special subject libraries are still kept together in fixed groups for 
the occasional borrower, as a rule more satisfactory results are 
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gained by selecting the library for the individual need. One com- 
munity will wish a library made up of a collection of books on agri- 
culture, on home economics, fiction and books for the children, while 
another wishes simply books for general reading. This selection of 
books with a view to the needs and wishes of various communities 
involves additional labor, but it is found so much more satisfactory 
that this labor and the additional expense seem justified. 

In this collection are included books in foreign languages. Dur- 
ing the past year in response to demands, libraries in Italian, Ger- 
man and Polish have been sent out. Two libraries of books in 
simple English and Italian were sent to schools under the direc- 
tion of the Society for the Italian Immigrant. 

Taxpayers' applications. These libraries sent out on applica- 
tion of five resident taxpayers represent the rural communities with 
no public libraries. As public libraries are formed, the taxpayers' 
applications are converted into those from the libraries. Through 
the agencies of Cornell University, the granges and the farmers 
institutes, it is hoped to reach and interest the more remote com- 
munities. The Young Men's Christian Association is making an 
effort to extend the reading of good books among its members and 
has asked for cooperation. In the small community the minister 
or the teacher is usually the intermediate agent. 

Public libraries. The aim has been to assist the public 
libraries in their usefulness as far as possible, the greatest effort 
naturally being made to help those whose resources are the most 
inadequate. Any traveling library or any book that is available is 
furnished and as far as our resources permit, recent books are 
bought and supplied. In a few cases entire libraries of fiction have 
been supplied when the librarian has been able to make a selection 
from the books on our shelves.' Through aiding in this direction 
it is hoped that the local library may build up a more valuable 
permanent collection. 

Public schools. The libraries sent to schools consist both of 
books for supplementary reading in connection with the various 
courses of study, and of books for general reading for the chil- 
dren. These are usually selected from the titles given in the 
Regents syllabus. For study, the greatest demand is for books in 
English and American literature, Greek, Roman and American 
history. 
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While it is desirable that the schools should own these books, it 
is at the present time impossible for many of them to buy them 
and the traveling library offers a temporary aid. Since the de- 
mand is now being received from district schools as well as from 
high schools, it has been necessary to order a number of books 
for the younger children. 

The possibilities for the library's usefulness in this direction 
are great. Two teachers have voluntarily reported that th^ 
bringing in of good books through the traveling libraries has 
practically ended a long war waged against " yellow " novels. 
The more popular books are purchased by the school as their 
funds permit and even the local bookseller feels the effect. 

Study clubs. The total number .of study clubs registered is 
899, of which 57 were added during the year. 400 have reported 
approved courses of study. These clubs are composed of men 
as well as of women and the reports and programs show that 
many of them are doing good work. To these clubs help is 
given not only through furnishing libraries, but also through 
lending programs and making occasional suggestions as to the 
bettering of a program. There are kept on file outlines of study 
of the various clubs and also syllabuses issued by various organi- 
zations. Through lending these the books are made more effec- 
tive. 

To this division also falls the responsibility of registering 
clubs wishing to borrow pictures and slides. Only clubs re- 
porting approved courses of study are so registered. 

House libraries. This is proving itself one of the most useful 
methods of lending. It at first was intended simply to supply to 
an individual books of a popular nature not needed' elsewhere. 
Such libraries are still sent out, but the great demand is from 
ministers, teachers and other students who wish to pursue some 
special line of study. From the mere standpoint of circulation 
the value is not apparent, but each book is borrowed because of 
the special interest on the part of the reader, and frequent ex- 
pressions of appreciation are an assurance of the usefulness of 
these house libraries. 

Charitable institutions. The charitable institutions borrowing 
books are those supported by the State. The libraries consist of 
books for general reading, for the vise of the inmates and at- 
tendants, 
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The past year books were lent to the following: Western 
House of Refuge, Albion; State School for the Blind, Batavia; 
Reformatory for Women, Bedford; Training School for Girls, 
Hudson; State Custodial Asylum, Newark; Women's^ Relief 
Corps Home, Oxford; Industrial School, Rochester; State Cus- 
todial Asylum, Rome; Institution for Feeble-minded Children, 
Syracuse; Hospital for Crippled and Deformed Children, West 
Haverstraw. 

The hospital for treatment of incipient tuberculosis at Ray- 
brook has for obvious reasons not been included, but last year 252 
books from duplicates on hand were permanently transferred to 
this institution. These were plainly marked as being transferred 
so as to prevent the possibility of their drifting back into the 
original collection. 

Other organizations. In this group are included loans made 
to granges, Sunday schools, rest rooms and other private chari- 
table organizations. Agricultural books are bought for granges 
as desired, but with this exception loans to these organizations 
are not allowed to interfere with the rights of other borrowers. 
From available resources, however, it has been possible to 
render them material aid. 

Library progress 

Libraries reporting. Reports have been received from 1301 
libraries of 200 volumes or more. The relation of these libraries 
to the Department is as follows:

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Libraries in cities. In the 48 cities there were, according to 
the census of 1905, 5,733,074 inhabitants. In these cities there were 
in the free circulating libraries 2,844,372 books, an average of i 
book for every two inhabitants. In 11 cities, including New York, 
the supply of books is below this average. In 37 cities the supply 
is above the average and in 15 of these there are in each case more 
books in the free libraries than people in the city. The library 
circulation in cities was 13,431,779 a gain of 593,724 over last 
year. As compared with the books in the libraries the average 
circulation was 472 for each 100 books. In New York city the 
average use was 611 issues for each 100 books. 

New York city with half the inhabitants of the State received 
58^ of the total free circulation of books. The 48 cities with yi^ 
of the population had 82^ of the free circulation. The remaining 
29^ of the population had but 18^ of the total circulation. While 
the general average of circulation for the State was a little over 2 
books for each inhabitant, the average for each person in a city 
was 2% books; for each inhabitant outside the cities it was lYz 
books. 

The table which follows shows the facts for each city. 

No attempt is made to compare the circulation of books with the 
tax, as in some previous years. In many cases the tax does not 
show the entire cost, considerable sums being supplied from pri- 
vate funds or endowments, and in scarcely any case does the cir- 
culation fairly represent the full operation and public service of 
the library. Circulation is more easily expressed in figures than 
reference work or study, but it is only one item after all anJ can 
not properly be made the only or chief test of comparison. 

With two new cities. Glens Falls and Oneonta, added to the list 
the total amount provided by tax in the cities of the State for free 
libraries was $1,153,937.84 an increase for the year of $51,842.37. 
The increase for New York city alone was $59,993.41. The total 
for that city was $887,247.58.

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New York city. The next table gives the names of the free 
circulating libraries in the City of New York with the volumes and 
circulation of each for the year past. In the boroughs of Man- 
hattan, Bronx and Richmond, which are grouped together because 
the New York Public Library extends its work over these three 
boroughs, the free circulation reached 5,491,361 volumes of which 
5,198,638 came from the branches of New York Public Library 
and 292,723 from libraries privately supported. The increased 
circulation for the year was 83,749. Tlie total for Brooklyn was 
3,448,906 volumes of circulation, an increase for the year of 337,724. 
Here the circulation of privately sustained libraries was 206,782. 
In Queens borough the circulation reached 607,093 volumes, a 
gain for the year of 96,280. The total circulation for the city was 
9,547,360 volumes, an increase of 518,293. 

The reports show an increase of 13,897 books in Queens borough, 
of 46,735 in Brooklyn and of 45,186 in Manhattan, Bronx and 
Richmond. 

The New York Public Library now has in its 39 circulating 
branches 639,801 books in addition to 998,099 volumes in the Astor 
and Lenox branches, its 2 great libraries of reference; a total of 
1,637,900 books under control of one library board. The Brooklyn 
Public Library has in its 26 branches 553,217 books and the Queens 
Borough Public Library with 16 branches has 104,639. 

Besides the 3 borough libraries there are 3 large free libraries 
privately sustained; the Young Women's Christian Association in 
New York with 32,114 books and circulating 77,045, the library 
of the General Society of Mechanics and Tradesmen with 100,027 
volumes, circulating 58,579 and the Pratt Institute Free Library 
in Brooklyn with 92,208 books and circulating 192,564. There is 
one smaller library in East Broadway, New York, that of the 
Young Men's Benevolent Association which, with only 5435 books 
reports a circulation of 103,400. There are 9 more libraries in the 
city which go to swell the great total of 1,562,253 books, in free 
libraries, a gain of 105,818 for the year. 

The City of New York paid $887,247.58 last year for the opera- 
tion of its free libraries, besides much larger amounts expended 
for library buildings. This was an increase of $59,993.41 over the 
expenditures of the previous year for the same purpose.

PREFACE] 

The following list of national bibliographies is used in the 
course in elementary bibliography in the New York State 
Library School and is a revision of a similar list printed in 
1900 as Library School bulletin no. 7. 

It also includes preliminary lists of bibliographies of bibliog- 
raphy and of general bibliographies. The former is a some- 
what long list, including all those general bibliographies of bibli-* 
ography of special interest to American librarians from a practical 
or historical point of view. It excludes those devoted to the 
bibliographies of a special subject and is grouped somewhat arbi- 
trarily to bring out special features desired in the classroom. 
The list of general bibliographies is brief and is arranged in two 
groups; (i) the useful works of the present day, (2) a few of 
the more noted works of the past. 

The national bibliographies of each country are placed to- 
gether and the countries are arranged in the order of the im- 
portance of their bibliography for American libraries. Under 
each country the purpose has been to give the most useful work- 
ing list of its national bibliographies covering, as far as pos- 
sible, the period from the invention of printing to the present 
day. They are arranged chronologically according to the period 
covered by each work, those of the present day, ending with the 
current annuals, monthlies and weeklies, coming last. The pub- 
lished price of modern works is usually given, and an approxi- 
mate idea of the cost of books out of print -is given either from 
their price at recent auction sales or from catalogues of second- 
hand dealers. In general for current annuals and periodicals 
the yearly subscription price is given. 
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The following are the forms used for foreign prices with their 
approximate American equivalents:

Mr Edwin H. Anderson, since January i, 1906 Director of the 
New York State Library and Library School, resigned on Jtrne i, 
1908. He was succeeded by the Vice Director, Mr J. I. Wyer, Jr, 
the vice directorship remaining vacant during the rest of the school 
year. On August 28, 1908 Mr Frank K. Walter was appointed 
Vice Director, service to begin October i, 1908. 

Attendance. The 2 2d school year opened Wednesday, October 2, 
1907. Thirty-four regularly matriculated students were registered 
for work during the year, 1 6 seniors and 1 8 juniors. Of this number, 
II came from New York State, the remaining 23 coming from 16 
other states and the District of Columbia. 

Among the 34 students, 26 colleges were represented, Vassar 
sending 4 and the University of Nebraska, the University of Texas, 
Wellesley and the University of Wooster, 2 each. Two students 
held masters degrees and 1 7 had previous library experience. 

While the school is maintained primarily for New York State 
and extra tuition is charged to 'outside students, since its founda- 
tion 351 students have come from 32 other states and from Canada, 
England, Australia, Germany, Hawaii, Holland, Norway and 
Sweden.

Seven members of the staff of the New York 
State Library ineligible as regularly matriculated students were 
registered as special students on their own time. No charge is 
made for such tuition since the library is the direct gainer from 
the increased efficiency of such assistants.

The course has been prepared and is given with college and univer- 
sity libraries, large reference libraries or reference departments of 
large public libraries in mind. Problems accompany more than 
half of the lectures. 

Advanced classification 

The course in advanced classification was somewhat abridged by 
omitting the discussion of several little used schemes and reducing 
the number of lectures on the Expansive classification to six, which 
are now given by Mr Frank K. Walter. Though the lectures on 
this scheme were thus reduced in number, the amount of practice in 
classification was increased rather than diminished, a minimum of 
135 books being required from each student. 

Elective work 

The Opportunity, first offered last year, to elect 100 hours of 
senior work from a total of 350 hours offered in six different sub- 
jects was repeated. The wide range of work chosen by the various 
members of the class more than justified the introduction of these 
electives. 

Administration 

The course on administration of large libraries comprised the 
following lectures : 

Miss Hitchler, Organization and administration of the catalogue 
department of a large public library (3) ; Mr Eastman, Founding 
and government of libraries (6) ; Mr Wyer, Administration of col- 
lege libraries (2) ; Mr Bostwick, Branch library administration (3) . 

In the course on administration of small libraries, special 
lectures were given as follows : 

Miss Freeman, Essentials of organization and administration of 
small libraries (8 lectures: 3 optional for juniors; all required of 
svimmer school). 

As in the past, the needs of the small and moderate sized library 
were constantly kept in mind in the technical courses in loan work, 
catalogtiing, reference etc., given in the junior year and frequent 
reference was made to the administrative aspects of these subjects. 
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rr Practice work 

When the tuition fees were increased in 1902, the required hours 
of practice work in the New York State Library were reduced in 
order to strengthen some of the regular courses and to give the 
students greater opportunity for elective work and practice in 
other libraries. It was also decided that the practice work should 
be made as useful as possible to students without regard to its 
value to the State Library. 

This change enabled the School to take advantage of the greatly 
improved opportunities for public library work, which have been 
made available through the growth and development of the free 
libraries of Albany during the past few years. In the practice at 
these libraries the cordial cooperation of the librarians and assist- 
ants, three of whom are former Library School students, while four 
have taken courses in the Summer School, adds very greatly to 
the value of the work. 

There are now only two public libraries in the State, outside of 
Greater New York, which circulate more books than the combined 
Young Men's Association Library and its branch the Pruyn Library, 
which with 35,177 volumes, have a circulation of 192,089. 
These hbraries have successful pay duplicate collections, children's 
departments, open shelves and modern loan systems. They also 
employ a trained children's librarian, who conducts story hours 
in the public schools as well as in the Y.M.A. and Pruyn Libraries, 
where she is glad to give special attention to Library School stu- 
dents who wish practice in children's work. 

In addition to reference work and story hours at the high school, 
the Public School Library, numbering 32,052 volumes gives the 
Library School students practice in the simpler methods of cata- 
loguing. 

To emphasize further the work with the smaller libraries, half 
of the elementary practice in classification in the State Library is 
devoted to classification for popular libraries, under the supervision 
of the head classifier, whose experience in public libraries specially 
fits her for the work. The 50 hours practice in elementary cata- 
loguing, carefully revised by the head cataloguer, is particularly 
helpful, as the practice in advanced cataloguing is no longer 
required. 

Advanced practice work. In advanced practice work 85 hours 
of reference work in the State Library (including 25 hours with 
study clubs) and 75 hours of staff service in outside libraries are 
required and 100 hours cataloguing and 50-100 hours bibliographic 
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work are elective. If the loo hours practice in catalogiiing and 
bibliography are not elected, an equivalent must be substituted 
from the following courses : 

Administration of large libraries 25 hours 

Indexing 20 " 

Library buildings 40 " 

Advanced reference work 63 " 

The 75 hours or two weeks practical service in an approved 
library is to be rendered between junior and senior years unless 
previous library experience is accepted as an equivalent. In the 
senior class of 1908 there were only three for whom it was necessary 
to arrange for this outside service, and in the senior class of 1909 
all have held library positions, some of them for several years. 

Annual visit to other libraries. The 17th annual visit (the 8th bien- 
nial visit to the libraries of New England) was made April 7-20, 
1908. 

Thirty-one students under the general charge of the Vice Director 
formed the party. 

Several libraries which had been included in former trips were 
omitted in this year's itinerary. This made the trip less hurried 
and exhausting, and permitted a more careful examination of the 
libraries which were visited. 

The most important innovation was the \'isits paid by the School 
to the libraries of Gloversville, Johnstown and Utica. The first two 
were visited January 13, 1908; the visit to Utica was made May 
18. The trip was of decided value in demonstrating to the students 
of the School the excellent work which is being done in the better 
libraries of our own vicinity. At Gloversville and Utica the students 
were most hospitably entertained at luncheon and at all three of 
the libraries every opportunity was given to study the work in detail. 

A complete list of bibliographies offered as a 
graduation requirement through April 1902 was printed in the last 
Register [Library School bulletin no. 11, 1902. p. 53-58].

Commencelnent. No formal graduating exercises were held owing 
to the resignation of Mr Anderson and the absence of the new 
Director, Mr Wyer, at the annual conference of the American 
Library Association. At a reception given by Mr and Mrs Wyer 
to the faculty and students shortly before the close of the School, 
Mr William R. Eastman, '92, Chief of the Educational Extension 
Division, addressed the senior class. This address is published in 
the Library Journal of September 1908 [;^;^ : 354-56]. 

Credentials. There were issued during the year 366 examination 
pass cards, each card representing a different student or subject, 
481 instructor's pass cards, 11 certificates of completion of one year 
of the regular course and 2 1 certificates of completion of the general 
course of the summer session.

Summer session. The nth summer session, June 3-July. 15, 
under the general charge of Miss Corinne Bacon, with its total 
enrolment of 41 was larger than in any preceding year. The attend- 
ance by states was-as follows: New York, 27; Connecticut, Massa- 
chusetts, New Jersey and Washington, 2 each; Delaware, Georgia, 
Indiana, Pennsylvania, Texas and Virginia, i each. Twenty-five 
took the full general course, 9 were registered for the special course 
in work with children and 7 took partial courses in special subjects. 
Had all been enrolled for the general course it would have been im- 
possible to do justice to so large a number. 

The general course included 88 lectures, 10 more than in the 
preceding year, the increase being mainly in reference and selection 
of books. To meet better the needs of the small library the course 
in cataloguing was considerably simplified by the omission of data 
chiefly useful to large libraries. Forty-four of the lectures required 
from 2 to 4 hours of practice preparation outside of class. 

The special course in work with children consisted of 9 lectures 
by Miss Clara W. Hunt, superintendent of children's work, Brook- 
lyn Public Library; Miss Frances J. Olcott, director of the Car- 
negie Library Training School for Children's Librarians, Pittsburg; 
and Miss Annie T. Eaton, children's librarian, Pruyn Library, 
Albany, N. Y. 

The other outside lecturers were Miss Marilla W. Freeman, 
reference librarian, Louisville (Ky.) Free Public Library, Mr A. 
L. Peck, librarian, Gloversville (N.Y.) Free Library and Mrs S. C. 
Fairchild.

The problem of what is the best use to make of the time spent 
in a six weeks summer session and just how to balance the different 
subjects which it seems desirable to offer, is a difficult one. It 
has for so long been supposed that cataloguing is the backbone 
of effective library administration, that this subject always looms 
far larger than any other in the program of either a summer or a 
winter school. In the former case, however, the excessive time 
given to cataloguing seems to be at the expense of the more inspi- 
rational features of the work and the faculty is seriously consider- 
ing either the omission of all cataloguing from the general 
course in 1909 and offering it as a special elective course covering 
about four weeks, or a considerable reduction in the time and 
work given to the subject. So many of those who come to a 
summer session are from libraries too small to find use for any 
catalogue at all, or at least too small for any but the briefest author 
and title list, or they fill positions which never have demanded and 
probably never will permit any or much experience in cataloguing. 
The omission of this subject from the required work of the summer 
session will give a very welcome increase of leisure time which may 
be devoted with profit to book selection, personal work with 
readers, the actual study of the inside of the books themselves 
and the larger phases of library administration which are related 
to the community which it serves.

Student loan fund. A most important manifestation of the inter- 
est of the association in the School was the establishment of a 
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student loan fund. The administration of the"^fund'is in the 
hands of the advisory board, who have formulated the following 
rules concerning it : 

1 Money shall be lent only to students needing aid for the 
second year of the Library School. 

2 The recipient of the loan must in each case be recommended 
by the faculty of the School. 

3 The amount lent to any one student shall not exceed $200. 

4 A note for this amount shall be given, terminating two years 
from the date of the recipient's leaving the School and bearing 
interest at 3%. 

5 Application for assistance from this fund shall be made to 
the chairman of the advisory board. 

A pleasing indication of student interest was the action of the 
class of 1908 in offering $20 to the loan fund and in pledging every 
member of the class to join the association. 

To permit the accumulation of the fund, no alumni lectures 
were given during the year. 

Handbook. A new edition of the Handbook of the New York 
State Library School Association was prepared and distributed to 
the members of the association in June 1908. As far as was 
possible the list of members and their present positions was brought 
to date. The handbook thus serves as a valuable supplement to 
the Library School Register issued as Library School bulletin no. 
II, 1902. 

A.L.A. attendance. A substantial recognition of the place of sys- 
tematic training in library economy is evidenced by the number 
of library school students who have attended the annual meetings 
of the American Library Association for the past five years. Exact 
figures are available only for the former students of the New York 
State Library School. At the last five annual conferences their 
attendance has been as follows :

Notes and comments

School library. The commodious quarters assigned to the Library 
School in the new Education Department building now under con- 
struction, will make it possible to maintain and administer a large, 
separate working library for the School. This collection is in 
process of formation and already numbers about 5000 volumes. 
Nearly 2000 of these were purchased for the School library during 
the year from an appropriation specially designated by the State 
Legislature for the use of the School. These books, which include 
examples of all classes of literature and the various phases of 
library economy, were selected qxiite as much with a view to their 
intrinsic excellence as for their availability as material illustrative 
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of the principles noted in the lectures and practice work of the 
course. It is felt that whenever possible the books handled and 
examined by the students in cataloguing and classification prob- 
lems, should be chosen not merely for the aptness with which they 
illustrate the technical points involved but that in themselves 
they should be books worth knowing, of some renown or signifi- 
cance. At present the books needed in this work must be obtained 
from the State Library stacks, the books charged, covered, and 
placed on the School shelves and these processes repeated in 
inverse order until the books are again on the library shelves. 
Almost all of this preliminary labor will be saved by the use of the 
School library and the staff and patrons will not be annoyed by 
the absence of books from the library shelves. This collection 
will be of special value in the classification, cataloguing and other 
technical courses. In addition to the volumes intended chiefly 
for practice work, three other special collections are included : 

1 About 100 volumes intended to show not only standard and 
desirable editions for library use but to serve as a basis for the 
comparative study of editions which is a feature of the course in 
selection of books and incidentally to illustrate other points con- 
sidered in that course. Many of the books of the general School 
collection are also of use in this connection. 

2 A collection of books for reading and subsequent discussion 
in the selection of books course. 

3 " The child's own library,'* selected by Miss Clara W. Hunt 
to illustrate the course in book selection for children.

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PREFATORY NOTE 
To the Librarian: 

This is an annotated Kst of 250 books published in 1907, selected 
by the book board of the New York State Library and recom- 
mended to the public libraries of the State. To aid in choosing 
small collections of new books three classes are indicated: books 
marked a, of which there are 20, are suggested to libraries which 
must confine their additions within narrow limits ; 30 others marked 
h are also proposed to libraries that can buy 50 books; and 50 
marked c may be added to a and h to make up 100 books. The 
remaining 150, including some reference books and a few more 
costly publications, are worthy careful consideration by libraries 
that can buy more than 100 books and by those wishing to enlarge 
resources in special subjects. Many of the unmarked works are 
of the highest merit. 

It is of course impossible for any board to determine which 100 
or 200 books are absolutely the best; still less could it make a 
selection which would fit the needs of every small library in the 
State. Books marked c may be a in value in certain cases. The 
best general advice may, and sometimes should, be rejected in view 
of actual needs, and the librarian should of course be better able 
to determine such needs than a distant board of advisers. It is 
thought best to inform the smaller libraries about some books 
which would be of high practical value to them, though probably 
too expensive to be bought from the ordinary fund. Special 
circumstances may sometimes justify buying such a work at the 
sacrifice of several cheaper ones. Occasionally, too, some gener- 
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ous friend or local club expresses a wish to make a town library 
a substantial gift. * If the librarian can make prompt and definite 
suggestions it is an advantage to the community and the satis- 
faction of the benefactor is materially increased. 

We can not too strongly emphasize the advice which we have 
for several years quoted in full from the Journal of New Jersey 
Libraries, October 1903 : Do not buy subscription books ; avoid 
books issued in parts; ask advice before purchasing expensive 
reprints. 

Finest Orations, Noblest Essays, Royal Flint Flams, Huge Anthologies, 
and the like all come to the secondhand man. Get them of him, if 5^ou must. 
In a small library they are generally almost useless. In subscription books, 
cases like this are not uncommon. Maspero wrote several large and learned 
volumes, in French, on Egypt and Chaldea. They were translated and pub- 
lished in three or four volumes in England, costing libraries in this country 
about $5 each. An American publisher reprints them in 12 small volumes 
with a few additional colored cuts, on heavier paper and in larger type 
and offers them through agents for $84 — and libraries buy them ! 

Do not buy " sets " or complete editions of authors. Buy the volumes you 
need and as you need them. A complete set always includes several volumes 
you do not need. Specify the edition you wish of standard books when 
you can, unless you find a bookseller able and willing to select them wisely 
for you. 

While this list has been prepared with special reference to 
smaller public libraries it will also be of rtiuch service to schools. 
Not all the books listed, however, are recommended for school use. 
There are some books in fiction which have not enough positive 
value either as literature or as a spur to historical study, to justify 
their purchase for a school, yet which serve a legitimate purpose in 
the public library by providing wholesome entertainment for a very 
different class of readers. All titles under the heading " Juvenile " 
are recommended for those school libraries which undertake to 
provide wholesome entertainment as well as useful information. 

This list, like its predecessors since 1897, has been prepared 
under the general direction of Martha T. Wheeler of the State 
Library staff.

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PREFATORY NOTE 
To the Librarian: 

This is an annotated list of 250 books published in 1908, selected 
by the book board of the New York State Library and recom- 
mended to the public libraries of the State. To aid in choosing 
small collections of new books three classes are indicated : books 
marked a, of which there are 20, are suggested to libraries which 
must confine their -additions within narrow limits; 30 others 
marked b are also proposed to libraries that can buy 50 books; 
and 50 marked c may be added to a and b to make up 100 books. 
The remaining 150, including some reference books and a few 
more costly publications, are worthy careful consideration by 
libraries that can buy more than 100 books and by those wishing 
to enlarge resources in special subjects. Many of the unmarked 
works are of the highest merit. 

It is of course impossible for any board to determine which 100 
or 200 books are absolutely the best; still less could it make a 
selection which would fit the needs of every small library in the 
State. Books marked c may be a in value in certain cases. The 
best general advice may, and sometimes should, be rejected in 
view of actual needs, and the librarian should of course be better 
able to determine such needs than a distant board of advisers. It 
is thought best to inform the smaller libraries about some books 
which would be of high practical value to them, though probably 
too expensive to be bought from the ordinary fund. Special 
circtimstances may sometimes justify buying such a work at the 
sacrifice of several cheaper ones. Occasionally, too, some gener- 
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ous friend or local club expresses a wish to make a town library 
a substantial gift. If the librarian can make prompt and definite 
suggestions it is an advantage to the community and the satis- 
faction of the benefactor is materially increased. 

We can not too strongly emphasize the advice which we have 
for several years quoted in full from the Journal of New Jersey 
Libraries, October 1903 : Do not buy subscription books ; avoid 
books issued in parts; ask advice before purchasing expensive 
reprints. 

Finest Orations, Noblest Essays, Royal Flim Flams, Huge Anthologies, 
and the like all come to the secondhand man. Get them of him, if you must. 
In a small library they are generally almost useless. In subscription books, 
cases like this are not uncommon. Maspero wrote several large and learned 
volumes, in French, on Egypt and Chaldea. They were translated and pub- 
lished in three or four volumes in England, costing libraries in this country 
about $5 .each. An American publisher reprints them in 12 small volumes 
with a few additional colored cuts, on* heavier paper and in larger type 
and offers them through agents for $84 — and libraries buy them! 

Do not buy " sets " or complete editions of authors. Buy the volumes you 
need and as you need them. A complete set always includes several volumes 
you do not need. Specify the edition you wish of standard books when 
you can, unless you find a bookseller able and willing to select them wisely 
for you. 

While this list has been prepared with special reference to 
smaller public libraries it will also be of much service to schools. 
Not all the books listed, however, are recommended for school 
use. There are sorrie books in fiction which have not enough pos- 
itive value either as literature or as a spur to historical study to 
justify their purchase for a school, yet which serve a legitimate 
purpose in the public library by providing wholesome entertain- 
ment for a very different class of readers. All titles under the 
heading " Juvenile " are recommended for those school libraries 
which undertake to provide wholesome entertainment as well as 
useful information. 

In accordance with the statement in the preface of the Ten- 
tative selection, only the more popular type of book dealing with 
technical subjects has been recommended here. Libraries in need 
of more advanced technical literature will find the annual list 
prepared by the applied science department of Pratt Institute 
Free Library, Brooklyn, entitled Technical Books of ipo8, sent free 
on application, a most valuable aid. 

This list, like its predecessors since 1897, has been prepared 
under the general direction of Martha T. Wheeler of the State 
Library staflf.
